New York, November 14.—A pa- 
per-clogged furnace flue, which 


caused smoke to fill the Catharine 
theater, a motion picture house in 
the East Side Italian quarter, raised 
a cry of “fire’ late today and, in 
the ensuing panic, six tots, bewteen 
the ages of two and ten years, were 
trampled to death. Twelve others 
were seriously injured. 

The little theater was crowded to 
capacity. Children filled most of 
the 300 seats, for the hero of the 
Yicture was an Italian lad who rose 
‘from humble surroundings. | like 
their riches, to fame. The young- 
sters were absorbeu in the progress 
of the screen hero, Pietro, who was 
protecting his father from thteves, 
when smoke began to seep through 
the cra¢ks of the theater floor. 

“My God! It’s a fire!” 

Children Began to Cry. 

- This shout! came from an elderly 
woman who, gathered a little one 
“under her arm and ran for the 
nearest exist. Immediately loud 
wails arose, children began to cry. 
They jumped from their seats, 
jammed the aisles and fought for 
passage. The lights flickered-out. 

Youthful cries attracted many res- 
idents of the Italian neighborhood. 
Camille Bruillo, who sells bananas 
from a push cart on the Bowery, 
rushed to the scene. He darted into 
the theater and attempted to stop 
the panic. Failing, he saved those 
he could.’ Camillo carried more 
than fifteen tots to safety, 
collapsed, overcome by smoke. 

Seme one sounded a fire alarm. 
Many were carried from the theater, 
overcome by smoke. They were soon 

revived. 

Firemen carried the dead to near- 
by drug stores. The injured were 
sent to hospitals. 

Frantic Men and Women. 

Frantic women and men—learning 
of the disaster—crowded before the 
little theater, at this time guarded 
by a cordon of police, and sought 
news of their children. 

A police @tation nearby also was 
crowded with those seeking infor- 
mation of loved ones. The bodies of 
the victims soon were identified, but 
the excitement attending the panic 
kept children from returning 
their homes, and many women 
fought for admittance to the theater, 
believing their missing children 
still might be there. 

Bernard Weinberg and Max 
eae j proprietors of #he theater, 
were fen to the police station and 
later Questioned by the district at- 

They said they purchased 
the theater last week and had been 
operating it since Saturday. They 
were held pending invesgigation of 
charges that one of the front exits 
of the theater was locked. 
Exhibition of Cowardice. 

The children include two babies of 
two years. Witnesses said the rush 
of the men/and young boys for the 
exits was an appalling exhibition of 
cowardice. Women and_ children 
were knocked about without the 
slightest consideration and several 
womén were found unconscious on 
the benches after the theater had 
been cleared and firemen went in 
to get the dead.

Geneva, .Novemberr 14.—The 
league of nations meets in what 
amounts to the real issue here 
Monday. And it meets as a going 
concern, not aS a more or less nebu- 
lows organization, as it appeared to 
be réBarded in America during the 
recent campaign. 

The league. assembly—which 
might be termed the world’s board 
eof aldérmen—has its initial meeting 
and will take up first the prédblems 
of organization and routine, such as 
would be‘ faced by any county or 
city council,- meeting for the first 
time in an American city. 

Forty-one nations will be repre- 
sented when the league meeting 
gets under way, and while Geneva 
is struggling to take care of e 
throngs drawn here by such a con- 
ference, the representatives, secre- 
taries, experts, journalists and what 
not, the representatives of these na- 
tions themselves are just as busy 
lobbying for the various issmes on 
which they desire special action. 

The Japanese delegation is one 
of the largest at the, meeting and, 
before the conference Is over, Japan 
is expfected to bring up once more 
the question of recognition of racial 
equality, for which she féught so 
long at the peace conference. This 
is regarded as especially likety be- 
cause of the situation in America 
from the new Califoria

land laws. 
American Stand Viewed. 

From the standpoint of the objec- 
tions of American *Sepublicans on 
the voting provisions df the league, 
in that they claimed Great Britain 
has six votes in the assembly to 
one for America, it will’ be imter- 
esting to note what action is taken 
on the question of Lord Robert Cecil, 
whe represents South Africa tn the 
present league meeting. Lord Rob- 
ert fs one of the framers of the cove- 
nant. He is in entire sympathy with 
General Smuts, the South African 
leader, who also played a prominent 
part in framing the league. 


But France has protested against 
Cecil representing South Africa on 
the grounds that if the British colo- 
nies are to vote as separate units, a 
representative so clearly a man of 
England should not speak for them. 
| The possible effect upon American 
opinion in this case will doubtless 
have a great bearing on the deci- 
sion that is made. 

Another question that will play a 
big part in the conference ts the 
struggle between the large and 
small powers in the league. There 
are more small nations than large 
ones, atl the little powers, by band- 
ing together, would be able to domi- 
mate the assembly. Consequently, 
they want the péwers of the assem- 
bly increased, 

Ov the other hand, the larger 
powérs dominate the council, which 
has nine members and holds a vir- 
tual power of veto over the assem- 
bly.

The 
final vote in the matter will be 
taken sometime during today’s, ses- 
sions. 

A Crowded Day. 

Today will be the final day. in 
this year’s sitting of the confer- 
ence. -It will be a very crewded 
day; but all business must be fin- 
ished today, since Bishop ‘Candler 
must be in Moultrie Wednesday 
morning; that he may open the ses- 
sion of the South Georgia Confer- 
ence. yintoday’s program there must 
be hearrd the individual reports of 
more than 200 pastors of their year’s 
work; a large vofume of commit- 
tee reports are-to be acted upon; the 
ordination of, elders and deacons 
must be certified to; the final set- 
tlement of the @ppointments must 
be made; numerous resolutions must 
be received and adopted; a legal 
conference must be held; The Wes- 
leyun Christian Advocate interests 
must be considered, and the new 
appointments must be read.

New York, November - 14.—Tank 
wagon prices of gasoline will be re- 
duced 1 cent a gallon tomorrow in 
states in which the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey and the 
Standard Oil Company of Louisiana 
operate, it was announced here to- 
night by Walter C. Teagle, presi- 
dent of the New Jersey company. 

States in which*the reduction will 
be effective include New Jersey, 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and the District of 
Columbia, in which the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey operates, 
and in Louisiana, Tennessee and Ar- 
kansas, in which the Louisiana com- 
pany operates. 

The reduction in prices is not the 
result of lower costs, either of crude 
oil or labor, Mr. Teagle said, but Its 
a movement on the part of the com- 
pany to aid in lowering of prices as 
part of the general commercial ad- 
justment. 

Prices of tank wagon gasoline 
under the reduction will vary in the 
different states, it was explained, 
owing to differences in freight 
costs. The effect upon the retail 
price generally was not predicted 
by company officials. In New Or- 
leans the price will be reduced to 
28% cents tomorrow. The present 
New Jersey price is from 31 to 33 
“eents.

Red Crom Stocks Pillaged, 4' 

It is stated that at the request 
of the French representative at- 
tached to Wrangel’s headquarters 
the bolsheviki have granted eight 
days for evacuation of Crimea. 

A mob in Sebastopol has pillaged 
the American Red Cross stocks. 

The American torpedo boat de- 
stroyers at Sebastopol are evacuat- 
ing officers and their families. The 
American destroyer Humphreys “has 
gone to Yalta to take off the Red 
Cross supplies. : 

The United States transport Far 
aly has arrived here with three 
hundred sick and wounded, who 
were cared for by the American Red 
Cross. It is said that the reds were 
joined by some Ukrainians in 
spreading terror among the popu- 
lace in the Crimea. : 

Headquarters here of General 
Wrangel confirm reports that his 
“white” army can not hold the 
Crimea. 

To Care for Refugees. 

The allied authorities here are 
requisitioning all available build- 
ings along the Bosphorus and the 
shelters and barracks on Prince's 
island in the Sea of Marmora, to 
house refugees expected to arrive 
from the Crimea, 

Premier Krivochin, of Genera! 
Wrangel’s government, has arrived 
here to arrange for the transport 
of women, children and wounded 
from the Crimea. He said the pos- 
sibility of a general evacuation of 
the Crimiea could not be excluded, 
and that everything was being done 
to save the remnants of Genera!

M. Krivochin gaid General Wran- 
gel’s troops are inferior to the bol- 
sheviki and his losses have been 
enormous.

Test of Strength Involved. 

The general elections in Greece 
are of unusual importance as in- 
volving a test of strength between 
the existing Venizelos regime and 
that of former King Constantine; 
also in determining the succession 
ts the Greek throne, and possibly 
foreshadowing an issue between a 
republic and a monarchy. The elec- 
tions are the first held in Greece 
since December, 1915, prior to the 
entry of Greece into the world war. 

Premier Venizelos has held a 
strong majority in parliament since 
the abdication of Constantine. The 
old royalist element, favorable to 
Constantine has maintained its or- 
ganization, however, and has re- 
cently been reinforced by the re- 
turn of Demetrios Gounaris, pre- 
mier under the Constantine regime. 

Venizelos has declared that the 
question of the dynasty was square- 
ly before the people and that the 
triumph of the liberal party, of 
which he is the head, meant that 
the fallen king could not return to 
the throne. M. Venizelos pledged 
himself to retire from the political 
field if his party suffered defeat in 
the elections. 

Constantine Quit in 1917. 

Constantine abdicated in 1917 on 
the demand of the allied powers, 


and has since been living in Swits- 
erland. He was succeeded by his 
second son, Alexander, who died on 
October 25, as the result of wounds 
inflicted by a pet monkey. Prince 
Paul, Alexander’s younger brother, 
who is sharing Constantine’s exile 
in Switzerland, was proclaimed king 
by parliament on October 28 and 
invited to return to Greece and as- 
cend the throne. 

In reply Prince Paul declared his 
acceptance depended. entirely upon 
the wishes of the Greek people. He 
asserted that only in the event the 
Greek people did not wish the re- 
turn of Constantine and excluded 
his eldest brother, Prince Gegrge, 
duke of Sparta, would he accept the 
government’s offer of the throne. 
Paul said he considered the throne 
belonged to Constantine and _ that 
Prince George had first call to the 
honor if Constantine could not 
have it.

NOT MUCH CHANCE 
FOR BARLEVCORN 


Proposed Beer and Light 
Wine Amendment to the 
Volstead Act Doomed to 
Defeat, Says Wayne 
Wheeler.

Washington, November 14.—The 
proposed beer and light wine amend- 
ment to the Volstead act hasn't got 
the chance of the profanely prover- 
bial snowball, according to repre- 
sentatives of the Anti-Saloon league 
here. “Their figures on the congres- 
sional elections lead to the conclu- 
sion that of the 435 members of the 
house more “than 225 who had‘ voted 
for the Volstead act in its present 
form were re-elected and a consid- 
erable number of drys have been 
added to the majority they count on 
to combat any modification of the 
enforcement law. The same ratio, 
they say, holds for the senate. — 

“The recent election spells defeat 
for the beer and wine amendment in 
the sixty-seventh congress,” said 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel 
and legislative superintendent of 
Anti-Saloon league. “Of course, the 
liquor interests will make another 
fight afte# reapportionment of con- 
gress this year, but with the con- 


vincing. results coming from prohi- 
bition dnd the influence of the wom- 
en's votes we are confident that an 
effective prohibition law is on the 
national statute books to stay.” 

Discussing the congressional elec- 
tions in detail, Mr. Wheeler said: 

“The issue was made mote dif- 
ficult in some districts by candi- 
dates announcing themselves dry in 
opposition to present dry members 
of congress, and they received the 
wet vote to punish members of con- 
gress who had gone on_ record 
against them. One of the bitterest 
fights was in Representative Vol- 
stead’s district in Minnesota. 


Volstead’s Victory. 


“He had a handicap of 6,306 to 
overcome and his opponent declared 
he was as dry as Volstead. The fight 
was won by convincing the voters 
that Volstead’s defeat would be her- 
alded as a wet victory and that it 
would give the wets a wet chairman 
of the judiciary committee. 

“The election of Milton Shreve, in 
the twenty-fifth district of Pennsyl- 
vania, was also a spectacular fight. 
A bi-partisan liquor organization 
controlled the organizations in both 
the republican and democratic pri- 
maries and defeated Shreve for re- 
nomination. He was elected on th¢ 
independent ticket. 

“There has never been a congres- 
sional fight in the United States 
where there was as much consistent 
voting to sustain men who had made 
a record for prohibition as in Tues- 
day’s election. 

“The immediate task before us is 
to'help speed up law enforcement,” 
Mr. Wheeler concluded. “This is no 
time for the dry forces to go to 
sleep.” 

Wheelefs optimism over the re- 
sult was equaled by Deets Pickett, 
research secretary of the Methodist 
board of temperance, prohibition and 

ublic morals. He characterized the 

ate election as “the most sweeping 
victory for prohibition in the history 
of: the movement.” 


Dryness of the Drys. 


None of the dry leaders here have 
anything but confidence in the 
“dryness” they attribute to Presi- 
dent-elect Harding. They point out 
that he voted for the submission of 
the eighteenth amendment and for 
the Volstead act and that he said 
dyring the campaign that he stood 
on that record. In the face of his 
pre-election utterance they declare 
he could notesend a message to con- 
gress suggesting a modification of 
the Volstead act or sign a bill modi- 
fying it without stultifying himself.

The task’of President-elect Har-

Oldest Portrait 


OfaHuman Being 


On PostageStamp 


Stamp Is of Clay and Was 
Made in Babylonia 2300 
B. C.—Portrait Repre- 
sents King-God. . 


Philadelphia, November 14.—What 
is believed to be the oldest portrait 
of a human being has been discov- 
ered in the University: of Pennsyl- 
vania museum's collection of clay 
tablets from Babylonia, according to 
an announcement tonight by Dr. 
Leon Lagrain, curator of the Baby- 
lonian section. The portrait is on @ 
clay “postage stamp,” which also 


‘ served as a seal for a registered 


package, dated about 2300 B. C. 

It is a picture of Ibi-Sin, the last 
king of Ur, known to Bible students 
as Ur of the Chaldee. 

The package or sack bearing the 
seal, Dr. Lagrain said, appears to 
have been sent by the high priest 
of the Temple of Ur in which Abra- 


Fham later worshiped, to a banker 


named Shulpas and probably’ con- 
tained gold. 

“It is of unusual importance to 
archaeologists,” he added, “because 
it probably gives a clue to the per- 
sonal appearance of the Sumerians, 
who were not a Semitic race. . 

“The portrait is on a clay postage 
stamp and is the result of rolling 
an engraved cylinder over the soft 
clay. It is as clear and distinct and 
the features as well defined as the 
day it was made. The astonishing 
thing is: that it shows the king god 
as smooth-shaven. There are two 
supposed portraits before the one 
just discovered, but in neither of 
them is.there any effort at realism. 
Each. has a long beard and among 
the hundreds of representations of 
gods each has a beard, It seems 
likely that. beards were considered 
solely as belonging to the gods and 
that kings wore false ones fe make 
appearance more impressive. 

“The portrait shows a man seat- 
ed on a throne with an undoubted 
nose, well defined mouth and gen- 
eral characteristics so individual 
that it must have been taken from 
life. It is significant that the pic- 
ture shows a lock of’ hair project- 
ing in the forehead from beneath 
the turban hat and another from 
behind. 

“Before the day of Ibi-Sin we 
never heard of a king giving anyone 
a seal containing his portrait, but 
in this instance the seal not only 
distinctly says the king god gave 
the seal to the high priest of the 
Temple of Ur, but shows a picture 
of the event which is amazing from 
an archaeological point of view. 
Possibly the fact that Ibi-Sin was 
the last of his dynasty and may 
have seen the end toming was:re- 
sponsible for this remarkable gift.”

War or peace, however, statistics 


Show that German-American traltle 


is slowly approaching its pre-war 
is. Standing third among the 
European nations in trade with the 
United States, Germany stands eight 


in the list of all nations with whom 


this country is now doing business. 


While, before the war, trade with 
Germany was second in point of 
size, to that with any other coun- 
try on earth, the growth in busi- 
ness beween the two nations dur- 
ing the last year indicates no cause 
for uneasiness. 

In the first six months of 1920 
German imports from the United 
States amounted to $118,000,000. 
while her exports to the United 
States were $35,000,000. A compar- 
ison of these figures with those of 
1919 shows that the balance of 
trade has become somewhat more 
advantageous to Germany. During 
the war the imports declined to $1,- 
300,000 in the year 1918, and in-

Furthermore, the legion’s repre- 
sentatives claim to have enlisted 
the active support of Senator Curtis, 
of Kansas, republican whip of the 
senate, in working to bring the bill 
out of committee at an early date, 
They declare that these two sena- 
ters and other republican’ leaders 
have given them ass@rances that, 
should a filibuster velop against 
the measure once is before the 
senate, the mule of cloture will be 
invoked to expedite its passage. 

Already Through House. 

The bonus bill, which bears the 
name of Chairman Fordney, of the 
house ways and means committee, 
passed the house a:week -before the 
June adjournment of congress, and 
went to the senate finance commit- 
tee too late for action prior to the 
end of the session. It embodies the 
legion’s plan for “adjusted compen- 
sation,” providing five optional 
benefits for all ex-service men. Land 
settlement, home _ aid, vocational 
training, paid-up insurance, or the 
cash bonus. It has been variously 
estimated that its passage would 
entail a cost of from .$1.500,000,000 
to $2,000,000,000 upon the national 
treasury.

initiated by Penrose and Curtis to 
materialize, the state organizations 
of the legion are now busy in bom- 
barding members of the senate fi- 
nance committee with whom they 
are most closely in touch, with 
what are reported to be “very sat- 
isfactory results.”

provisions vitally affecting nearly 
5,000,000 persons, will be favorably 
reported to the senate.” 


Legion leaders, however, are not 
yet ready to predict what the vote 
in the senate will be after the bill 
is reported, although they have 
been industriously polling the -sen- 
ate for several week Senators 
Thomas, of ColSrado; Sherman, of 
Illinois; Shields, of Tennessee; Gore, 
. Oklahoma; Nelson, of Minnesota, 
nd others, already have served no- 
tice that they will fight the cash 
bonus feature of the measure to the 


last ditch, and it is expected that 


other bonus opponents, such as Sen- 
ator Wads rth, of New York, 
would be ready to lend a hand ina 
filibuster. But the  legionnaires, 
now that the bringing in of a clo- 


jture rule is hinted, are inclined to 


be optimistic in spite of the prom- 
ised opposition, 


Other Legislation. 


In addition to the Fordney bill 
the legion, through its national 
legislative committee, will ask for 
four other pieces of legislation at 
the coming session. One is the 
Wason bill, which provides for in- 
provement in the administration 
of the bureau of war’ risk insur- 
ance, and exempts certain classes 
of disabled men from paying pre- 
miums on their insurance during 
disability. Thig bill has been pass- 
ed by the house and now rests with 
a subcommittee of the finance com- 
mittee of the senate, presided over 
by Senator Smoot of Utah. 

Another measure is the Stevenson 
bill, now won the calendar of both 
houses of eongress, giving disabled 
national guard and emergency offi- 
cers of the war the same privilege 
of retiring on three-quarters pay 
now enjoyed by regular army offi- 
cers and all officers of the navy. 
A third is the Fernald-Langley bill, 
asking a $10,000,000 appropriation 
for hospitalization for disabled ex- 
service men. ; 

The fourth, the Rogers bill, aims 
to cure the lack of liasion between 
the three pieces of vernmental 
machinery devoted to the ex-sol- 
diers and sailors, hamely, the war 
tisk insurance bureau, the rehabili- 
tation section of the federal board 
for vocational education, and the 
public health service. The bill 
seeks the co-ordination of all three

The afternoon session was de- 
voted to a conference with repre- 
sentatives of other Jewish organ- 
izations, at which the “spread of 
propaganda in the 
United States thrdugh the medium 
of various publications” was dis- 
cussed. 

The principal officers were re- 
elected, but no successor was 
chosen to the late Jacob H. BSchiff 
on the executive committee. Isaac 
M. Uliman, of New Haven, Conn., 
was elected a member of the execu- 
tive committee to succeed the late 
Harry Cutler. Judge Mayer Sulz- 
berger, of. Philadelphia, the first 
president of the committee, was 
elected an honorary member of the 
committee, and Judge 
Horace Stern,;of Philadelphia, was 
cnosen as his successor. 

Mr. Marshall informed the gath- 
ering that Prince Lubomirski, Pol- 
ish minister to the United States, . 
had assured the committee that his © 
government already has taken 
measures to suppress violence and 
indignities committed ‘against Jews 
and to prevent inflammatory anti- 
Jewish articles in Polish news- 
papers. 

rhe report stated conditiong in 
Lithuania were good and in Great- 
er Rumania “considerably better 
than they have been since the 
treaty of Berlin in 1878.” 

A report from the office of Jew- 
ish war records showed that there 
are on file verified records of 180.-

abandoned that-avenue of departure 
when he learned by telephone that 
some members of his party who 
started to motor in last night had 
arrived after daylight and walked 
almost all of the way.

The other was not so 
fortunate. Halfway out it was de- 
railed and at 2 o’clock, the hour 
fixed for departure, the second 
train was not yet in sight nor 
was there any word from it. 

Because there is but a single 
track over the long stretch, train of- 
ficials waited nearly an hour for 
the tardy second section of the pres- 
idential special. But the president-’ 
elect and the senators and million- 
aires who are his guests were on 
board and the driver grew impa- 
tient, cranked up his engine, and 
started. 

The train consisted of the Morw. 
an old-style narrow gauge baggage 
car and a passenger coach of similar 
proportions having general char- 
acteristics of a small town street 
car. The geats ran lengthwise in- 
stead of across the car, and a small 
stove in the center of the afsre 
voinizred smoke and sparks as: it 
battled valiartly against the icy 
rale. But its work was woefully 
handicapped by the absence of sev- 
eral window panes, and the mem- 
bers of the party bundled up in al! 
‘heir winter apvnarel in an unsuc- 
cessful effort to Keep warm. 

Tragedy of the Day. 

Less than two miles out on the 
prairie the driver sighted the ‘de- 
layed second section coming to- 
wards him and threw his own motor 
in reverse to come back into Point 
Tsabel. Then the tragedy of the 
day occurred. The load was too 
great for a reversed engine, and the 
crankshaft and one of the springs 
under the car gave way simultane- 
ously. 

Night came on during the long 
wait, while the Mexican trainmen 
worked and swore and the wind 
whistled through the presidential 
car. Newly-made friends in Point 
Tsagel heard of the accident through 
Mexicans who walked back along 
the’ track, a@nd.at nightfall a. bas- 
ket of sandwiches end several bot- 
tles of coffee were brought out to 
the marooned passengers. Mrs. 
Harding served, sitting on a suit- 
case in the aisle and laughing at 
her troubles. 

It was more than three hours aft- 
er the accident and well after dark 
that..the train crew finally  pro- 
nounced their engine in working or- 


der. 
Two Engines Combined. 

To combine the forces of the two 
engines, a railway tie had been 
roped in place between them and it 
caused another delay because it had 
to be removed to permit the chauf- 
feur to the presidential motor to 
crank up.

Way to Combat Periodic 


" t of 

' (Written for the United News.) 
Washington, Novembér 14.—When 
a plant disease or other crop pest 
destroys an important crop through- 


out a large area. it is easy to see 
how dangerous these pests are both 


to agriculture and to the country. 


The farmer whose crop is destroy- 
ed suffers through loss of his in- 
come; the consumer often. through 
abnormally -increasefl cost of his 
food supply. Occasionally, as _ in’ 
1916, when the wheat crop of the 
United States and Canada was re- 
duced approximately 280,000,000 
bushels by black stem rust after 
the entire expense involved in its 
production, except that of harvest- 
been in- 
curred, the result is so serious as. 
to endanger the stability of banks 
and of business generally in the 
devastated region and even, as in 
that case, to threaten the future of 
nations through impairment of food 
supply when needed for winning 
the great war. 

But spectacular and widespread 
destruction of crops is by no means 
the only harm worked by plant dis- 
eases. Every season and in. sub- 
staftially every important produc- 
ing region they take heavy toll on 
crop production. Their existence 
without control constitutes: one of 
the chief hazards which the farmer 
encounters increasing his cost of 
Production, and ultimately the price 
which consumers must pay. . 

Plant Disease Damage. 

It has been difficult to determine 
even approximately the amount of 
damage done by plant diseases, but 
very careful estimates recently 
made by the pathologists of the 
state experiment stations and’ the 
department of agriculture indicate 


that in 1919 the production of ten of |. 


the important cereal, fruit and veg- 
etable crops was reduced more than 
650,000,000 bushels by plant diseases. 
This estimate does not include dam- 
age due to insects nor to adverse 
climatic - conditions. In the same 
year the cotton crop was reduced 
nearly one and three-quarters mil- 
lion bates by plant diseases,

“Have nothing to do with clan- 
destine and unseemly marriages,” 
said Dr. Porter. “The young man 
who proposes such a thing to you 
igs not a man who is rich in char- 
acter. With the exception of the 
time when she gives her heart to 
God, her marriage day is the most 
sacred day in a woman's life, and 
the occasion should have the noblest 
and best surroundings. It is a 
travesty of marriage, a caricature 
of the sacred hour, to run off to 
some civil magistrate and in the 
presence of gaping loafers say a 
few trivial words.” 

Dr. Porter’s Text. 

Dr. Porter took for his text Gen- 
esis 24:58: “And they called Re- 
bekah and said unto her, ‘Wilt thoa 
g0 with this man? And she said,l 
will go.’” 

“Married life,” the speaker de- 
clared, “is the perfect life, as the 
poets have declared, although in 
some instances the single life has 
been the perfect state. The names 
of Dorothy Dix, Florence Nightin- 
gale, Frances Willard and Clara 
Barton are examples. Many per- 
sons known as bachelors and old 
maids have led heroic and noble 
lives.” 

“Many of them are the salt of the 
earth,” said he. “Some of them 
have not married because they have 
placed Christ above everything else; 
some because of duties to father or 
mother, sister or brether, while 
others have chosen this life foy 


' themselves because before the wed- 


ding bells were rung, the funeral 
bell was tolled and their hearts 
were locked in the grave with their 
loved one. Or, perhaps, there was 
no physical death, but they chose to 
walk alone rather than be untrue 
to their ideals. But, after al) is 
said, I hold to my first proposition 
that married life is the ideal life. 
It is the goal of a true woman's 
life in most cases. 

“Someone has said that a woman 
has no choice except in imaginary 
one in leap year; and yet, if he 
whom she weds is not her choice, she 
hes entered upon a life of peril 
and sorrow. It is an awe-inspiring 
thing to see a young woman leave 
father, mother and home, put be- 
hind her the friendships and associ- 
ations of her girlhood and trust her 
life and interests in the hands of a 
man. is 

What Woman Should Demand. 

“What are the essentials which a 
woman must demand of the man 
who is to be her husband? 

“First, she must be in love with 
him. What is love? All the pvets 
and writers and philosophers have 
racked their prains for words to 


answer that question, but they nave 
never answered it. Perhaps it was 
best described by Coleridge, when 
ne said: 


““The night has a thousand eyes, 
The day but one; 

Yet the light of the whole day dies 
With the setting sun. 


“"The night has a thousand eyes, 
When love is dane.’ 

Yet the light of a whole life dies 
When love is done. 


Yes, Who Is It? 


“One who goes into the sacred 
realm of marriage without love 
will meet a just reward. I fear 
SOme are unlike the dusky maid, 
whose bashful lover asked her over 
the telephone if she would marry 
toa and she replied, ‘Yes, who is 

Dr. Porter warned young women 
against “commercial. marriages. 
He told the story of the young 
woman who was sent through a 
cornfield to pick a perfect ear and 
who, because she kept expecting to 
find a better one, finally selected 
a nubbin at the-end of the field. 

“A man who has no money is 
poor,” said he, “but a man who has 
nothing ‘but money is a pauper.” 

“Yet, the man a woman is to 
marry must be a god provider,” con- 
tinued the speaker. “This seems 
like coming down from the stars, 
but it is foolishness to talk about 
living on bread and water or two 
living on what it costs to provide 
for one. There is no difficulty in 
being practical after marriage. Why 
not be a little practical before mar- 
riage? It has been said that before 
marriage a woman has the same 
opinion of a man as his mother; aft- 
erward she shares his father’s opin- 
ion of him. A young man need not 
lave money in order to marry, but 
he must have a salary, something 
of a permanent prospect. 


Good Disposition Necessary. 


“Next, he must have a good dis- 
position. He must be a gentleman 
in the original meaning of the word. 
A woman always loves strength, 
but no man can be gentle or ten- 
der except a strong man. 

“The last essential is good hab- 
its.’ It is nonsense to marry a man 
to reform him.” 

Dr. Porter gave three warnings 
to young women contemplating 
matrimony. He told them to make 
confidants of their parents, espe- 
cially their mothefs, and urged 
them to be governed by their par- 
ents’ advice. He warned them 
against clandestine marriages, and. 
in conclusion, said: : | 

“When you come to your mar- 
riage day, present yourself to him. 
whom you are going to crown as 
king of your life, fresh, fragrant, 
sweet and absolutely unsoiled. n- 
die the rose a little carelessly and 
its bloom is gone and cannot be 
brought back. The girl who al- 
lows liberties may gain ephemera! 
popularity, but one who reserves 
all familiarities for the one whom 


She is to wed will gain the admira- 


tion and the reverence of a man 
worthy of her heart and life.”

Col. T. S. Bratton 
Will Soon Leave 
For New Duties 


Departure Will Be Source 


‘Friends Here—Has Com- 
manded Hospital Since 
Before War Began. 


Colonel Thomas §&. Bratton, rank- 
ing medical officer in charge of 


Pherson continuously since before 
the world war, who has been trans- 
ferred to the Army and Navy hos- 
pital at Hot Springs, will leave for 
his new post the last part of the 
week. His departure is the cause 
of sincere regret to many friends, 
for there was no more popular of- 
ficer stationed here during the war. 

Colonel Bratton was seen Sunday 
at his quarters at the fort, amid 
packing boxes and piled up furni- 
ture, getting read yfor moving. 

“IT am sorry to leave,” he told 
the reporter, “for the people of At- 
Janta hold a very warm place in my 
heart. I have been here continu- 
ously since the early spring of 1917. 
A great many things have hap- 
pened during that period of war 
times that are imbedded deep in my 


memory.” 
Came Here in 1917. 


Asked to outline a few of the 
high lights of his stay in Atlanta, 
Colonel Bratton said: 

“Tl was ordered to Fort McPher- 
son from the Mexican border in the 
spring of 1917. When the Seven- 
teenth infantry left for overseag in 
August of that year, I became the 
ranking medical officer of the post. 
I had charge of the base hospital, 
as..it was called,. until December, 
1917, when it became General Hos- 
pital No. 6. In the winter of 1917- 
1918 we cared for all the Fort Mc- 
Pherson patients, and many from 
Camp Wheeler. At that time we had 
about 1,000 beds, but found our- 
selves overcrowded, and in 1918 
more wards were added, and we 
had about 70 or 80 medical offi- 
cers attached to the staff. 

“In the fall of 1918 the influen- 
ga epidemic broke out. There were 
a great many cases in Atlanta, but 
we did not have much of it at the 
fort. I attribute our good fortune 
in this respect to the preventive 
measures we took, with the use of 
anti-pneumonia serum vaccine.” 

Pausing for a moment, Colonel 
Bratton came to the more serious 
part of his narrative. 

“In the latter part of 1918 the 
wounded from the battlhfileds of 
France began to arrive,” he con- 
tinued. “They came in increasing 
numbers, and by June, 1919, the 
high water mark of patients was 
reached. We then were caring for 
2,350 patients, many of them ‘over- 
seas’ wounded. During the year 
1918 we cared for a total of more 
than 10,000 patients, and during 
1919 the number reached 13,000.” 

Hospital Units Formed. 


Telling of the formation and 
training of hospital units for serv- 
fice overseas, Colonel Bratton said: 

“In 1918 we organized and train- 
ed here many medical units for 
overseas service — base hopsital 
units 28, 26, 13, 65 and evacuation 
unit 23. These units ajl were 
trained and equipped here. 

“In June 1919 the name of the 
hospital was changed to Lawson 
hospital in honor of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Lawson.” 

Coming down to the resent, 
Colonel Bratton said that the hos- 
pital as a war hospital was mus- 
tered out September 30 of this year. 
It then became the station or post 
hospital again on a peace footing. 


ing in September all but 190 of 
them either were discharged or re- 
turned to duty, so that now there 
are less than’ 200 inmates of the 
post hospital. 

Colonel Bratton’s commission was 
dated November 2, 1893. He is a 
graduate of the Army Medical col- 
lege, and has been in the. service 
nearly 28 years continuously. At 
Hot Springs he will specielize in 
rheumatic complaints, that nospital 
being especially adapted for such 
cases because of the beneficial wa- 
ters of the region.

which such persons would be re- 
quired to appear as the commission 
might direct. The latter course 
probably will be adopted, officials 
Said, and a date will be set for the 
hearing as soon as the crowded con- 
ditions of the commission’s docket 
will permit. 

Findings of the commission, it 
was explained, will be published in 
the official report of the result of 
the investigation. Any developments 
warranting prosecution would bein 
the hands of the attorney general 
who would proceed on the basis of 
the report. Such practices as might 
come within the jurisdiction of the 
commission to remedy, however, 
would be made the subject of addi- 
tional rules and regulations.

Trieste, November 14.—D’Annun- 
zio’s warships have left Fiume for 
an unknown destination, most prob- 
ably Dalmatia. The insurgent lead- 
er is in open revolt against the 
Italo-Jugo-Slav agreement. He has 
seized the islands of Veglia and 
Arbe, which lie a short distance 
from Fiume. » 


London, November 14.—Gabriele 
D’Annunzio has also occupied Cas- 
tua, to the west of Fiume, but has 
met with some resistance from the 
Slav population, the Milan  corre- 
spundent of The London Times says. 
Another expedition left Fiume Fri- 
Gay and landed at Sebenico. A band 
of Fiume roughs invaded the suburb 
of Sussak, destroying all the Slav 
shops. 

“All this meets with popular dis-., 
approval,’ the correspondent adds, 
“as Italy accepted favorable terms 
in the settlement.” 

The Milan newspaper emphatical- 
ly disapproves of D’Annunzio’s ac- 
tion, according to the same corre- 
spondent. Even Mussolini, editor of 
Popolo D’Italia, D’Annunzio’s lieu- 
tenant, doubts the poet’s wisdom. 

‘Secolo, in a strong article, says: 
“D’Annunzio has passed all limits,” 
and asks: “What will the world 
think of us?’ 

The Corrier Della Sera describes 
the poet's action as desperate. and 
foolish, and says that he is putting 
himself effectively in conflict with 
Italy and potentially with Jugo- 
Slavia.

The workman got over his 
oraze for wearing silk shirts, and 
there was a corresponding letdown 
“tn the demand for women’s wear, 
and the silk industry was among 
the first to collapse. It was not 
long before the whole textile trade 
" felt the effects of a similar refusal 
to pay inflated prices, and once the 
movement started it kept on until 
_ #ll commodities were involved Nat- 
urally factories dependent upon this 
-unnatural demand were obliged to 
close down, and the unemployment 
that has resulted forced a check 
upon demand for necessities that 
was immediately reflected in gener- 
al industry. 

Whither is this all tending? Does 
it mean that the demand for com- 
modities has been satisfied to the 
‘point of saturation? The answer 


is that it does not. Every individual 


only. It is really world. wide. 
falling in exchanges has had an im- 
portant bearing on, trade conditions 
here, but it has d an igmportant 
bearing on foreign trade itself. The 
South American exchanges have de- 
clined to a point where they have 
practically ceased to function, re- 
vealing a situation that cannot be 
viewed without apprehension.

The law says that labor must 
not be considered as a commodity, 
but, with all due respect to the law, 
labor is nevertheless subject to the 
law of supply and demand. Mr.

New Orleans, November 14.— 
While there were substantial ad- 
*vances in the price of cotton in the 
“@arly sessions of last week the trend 
was strongly lower later and on 
the alosing session prices of most 
months in the contract department 
were at new low levels for the sea- 
son. December dropped to 17.21 and 
May to 16.88. At the highest the 
market was 50 to 88 points above 
the level of the close of the preced- 
ing week and at the lowest it was 
92 to 116 points under. The range 
“was 142 to 199 points and the net 
résults of the week were losses of 
git to 97 spoints. December closed 
at 17.44, which compared with 18.50 
-as the closing price on middling in 
the spot market. In the net results 
middling lost 75 points. 


The selling of the week was due 
mainly to the constant flow of pes- 
simistic talk from other markets, to 
unsatisfactory world financial con- 
ditions, the closing down or going 
on short time of many cotton mills 
and the lower trend of prices of fin- 
ished goods. On the closing session 
the market was unfavorably affect- 
ea by the census bureau report on 
‘American mills for October, which 
laced consumption at 399,837 bales 
against 457,647 in September, and 
156,041 in October of last year. Up- 
turns of the week were mainiy due 
to eovering of the short interest. 


Unfavorable weather, too wet at 


times and abnormally cold at oth- 
ers, was hardly more than a steady- 
ing influence, although it was gen- 
erally acknowledged that bad 
weather had worked further serious 
injury to the grade of cottongopen 
in the field. The freezing weather 
over the belt at the end of the week 


was regarded as definitely marking 
the close of the season. 


This week it is likely that a lit- 
tle more attention will be paid to 
the technical position the market is 
crifting into as the result of the 
long continued and heavy selling for 
short account and the great volume 
of liquidation on the long side. Re- 
ports from the interior regarding 
the effect on weather conditions 
on cotton still left in the fields will 
be watched closely and evidence of 
abandonment of fields would prob- 
ably cause nervousness among 
shorts. 

Improvement in general trade 
conditions would probably be the 
most powerful bull influence that 
could develop while further slowing 
down in business would: encourage 
further selling of contracts. Any 
increase in the sp6t demand would 
be reflected immediately in a high- 
er.range of contract values, but con- 
tracts would also respond quickly 
to any easiness in the spot depart- 
ment.

Where a debtor assigns a policy 
of insurance to a creditor, and on 
his subsequent bankruptcy’ the 
creditor physically surrendered the 
policy without proper transfer in 
writing, it was not necessarily an 


admission that his title was void. 
45 S. E. 426. 


While a fund raised by a sale of 
the property of an insolvent debtor 


through the medium of a receiver 
under the orders of a state court 
may, On the application of the tris 
tee, appointed after an adjudicatton 
of such debtor as a bankrupt, fora 
transfer of such funds in the state 
court to him, be charged with the 
costs and expenses of converting 
the property of the debtor into 
cash, yet, after the property of the 
debtor has been seized under the 
order of the state court and placed 
in the hands’ of a temporary re- 
ceiver, and after the adjudication 
of such person as a bankrupt, and 
before the conversion of his prop- 
erty into cash has been made by.the 
receiver, the trustee, on application 
to the state court, is entitled to the 
possession of the property for the 
purpose of being sold and admin- 
istered in a court -#€ bankruptcy; 
and it is error on the part of the 
judge of the state court to order 
the transfer of such property to the 
trustee on condition that the fees 
of the attorneys and receiver shall 
be first paid. 116 Ga. 722. 

In determining whether a trans- 
fer of property by a debtor was 
made within four months next pre- 
ceding the filing of a petition in 
bankruptcy, in computing the time, 
the day on which the transfer was 
made should be excluded, and the 
day on which the petition was filed 
included.

If no trustee in bankruptcy is ap- 
pointed, or ifethe bankruptcy court 
does not consider it to the interest 
of the estate to permit the trustee 
to prosecute a suit previously 
brought by the bankrupt, the ac- 
tion does not abate, nor is the 
debtor discharged from liability in 
the pending action. 119 Ga. 664. 

There being in Georgia no ven- 
dor’s lien for the price of property

STEAMER 1S A WRECK 
ON PANCAKE SHOALS 


Salt Ste. Marie, Mich., November 
14.—The Becker liner steamer Fran- 
cis J. Widlar is wrecked on, Pan- 
cake shoals, ten miles northeast of 
Whitefish Bay, and Captain Arthur 
Forbes of Ashtabula, Ohio, in com- 
mand of the-wessel, has been taken 
aboard the steamer Livingstone, due 
te reach here tomorrow forenoon 
according to a wireless message 
from Captain Forbes to the Candian 
Soo wireless station late tonight. 

Captain Forbes in his message 
asked that an attempt be made to 
take off the remainder of his crew 
from the Widlar. It is assumed 
here that a part of the craw was 
taken aboard. the steamer Living- 
stone with Captain Forbes. There 
were 33 passengers on the vessel. 
The Widlar is a complete wreck, 
according to Captain Forbes mes- 
sage. 

Captain Forbes’ message said: 

“Just boarded the steamer Liv- 
ingstone. I want you to send word 
to the Crisp Point life-saving sta- 
tion to take off the remainder of 
the crew of the steamer Widlar on 
Pancake Shoals. The Widlar is a

The Livingstone will not arrive 
here until early mornng. 

A wireless message was received 
here late tonight stating that the 
tug Iowa sent today .to Pancake 
Shoals in search of the Widlar, now 
is lying alongside the Livingstone.

Towing company office here, has in- 
structed the tug to proceed at once 
to Whitefish Point and press the 
life-saving crew info service if the 
Iowa is unable to take off the re- 
mainder of the Widlar’s crew.

NEW U.S. SENATE 
-LFANS TO LEACUE 


As Bender Sizes Up the 
Situation, at Least Two- 
Thirds of Body Stands 
Committed to World 
Pact.

New York, November 14.—There 
will go into the new United States 
senate, after March 4, next, a clear 
two-thirds majority favoring an as- 
sociation of nations of some kind, 
designed to keep the peace of the 
world. 

But such are the Varieties of opin- 
ion on a league or the league, that 
Senator Harding unquestionably wiil 
have his work cut out for him when 
he attempts to harmonize the whole. 

Among republicans there a at 


the outset a very consideraple num- 
ber who would have nothing what- 
ever of the league, without reserva- 
tions, as it was drafted at Versailles. 
This group, headed by Senators 
Johnson and Borah, numbers among 
its constitency sueh party leaders 
as Senators Brandagee, of Connecti- 
cut; Moses, of New ampshire; 
France, of Maryland; Frelinghuysen, 
of New Jersey; McCormick, of IIli- 
nois; Norris, of Nebraska: Fall, of 
New Mexico; Knox, of Pennsylvania; 
Poindexter, of Washington, and La 
Follette,of Wisconsin, in varying 
degrees of intensity. In addition, 
Senators Penrose, of Pennsylvania; 
Wadsworth, of New York; Watson, 
of Indiana; Smoot, of Utah; and 
Lodge, of ssachusetts, have taken 
a position onthe league little short 
of that assumed by the irreconcila- 
bles. And in the new senate this 
group will be augmented by Profes- 
sor, Ladd, of North Dakota, and 
Harreld, of Oklahoma.

For that reason, if Harding can 
effect a compromise between the 
democrats and republicans on a 
league which,has the present cove- 
nant as its basis, he will have ac- 
complished a piece of master diplo- 
macy within the senate.

Already, too, some of the press 
which supported Harding in the 
campaign has announced with final- 
ity that the vote means that the 
league of nations is as dead as 
slavery, and “discussion of it has 
cometo an end.” Senator Johnson. 
before election day, indicated plain- 
Iv in private convYersations that his 
speeches were uttered for the rec- 
ord and that if his repeated decla- 
rations that Harding stood for abso- 
lute abandonment of the league of 
nations in any shape or form, had 
not been in accord with Harding’s 
views, Harding could and should 
have said so at the time. 


Senate Situation Simplified. 


Equally positive has been the 
Hoover element in the republican 
party that the only league that can 
be effected must have as its basis 
the covenant of Versailles, “90 per 
cent” of which Hoover has repeated- 
ly declared was “good.” — 

The same olf question, “Hoover or 
Johnson?” still confronts Harding in 
his league problem. But his sweep- 
ing victory Tuesday, carrying with 
it an almost assured republican ma- 
jority in the upper branch of 18 
senators, has tended vastly to sim- 
plify the senate situation. 

It has eliminated the possibility 
of minority control by the Johnson 
group, which would have threatened 
him if the party division jn the sen- 
ate had been closer. A with the 
elimination of that threat, he is not 
in theiposition of having to bow be- 
fore the Johnson group, lest he find

London, November 14.—tThe spirit 
of good-humored tolerance with 
which the government and people 

/AEngland received the wildest 
communistic demonstration ever 
witnessed in London, wherein the 
most violent of speeches urged 
hanging for noted statesmen such 
as Winston Churchill and Lord Cur- 
zon, is amazing: 

The demonstration, held in cele- 
bration of the-anniversary of the 
Russian revolution, is over. Its ef- 
fect upon the people has been, as 
far as any visible“ indications go, 
absolutely nothing at all. Even the 
rabid oratory of such firebrands 
as C. L. Malone, who urged “the 
lamppost or the wall’ for certain 
cabinet members, failed to stir any 
protest. And the government, ap- 
parently considering such outbursts 
as a safety vent, will take no steps 
to punish the bolshevist'¥ leaders 
who staged the demonstration. 

Reports of the speeches delivered 
in Albert hall are astesinding in the 
limits to which these orators dared 


g0. 

“Thomas and Brace (two of the 
leading miners’ executives) have 
sold us out,” cried ‘C. L. Malone, 
“They have sold us out for govern- 
ment jobs.” 

“And if it is mecessary to save 
bloodshed and atrocities, we shall 
have to use a few lampposts or the 
wall. That are a few Churchills 
or a few Curzons hanging to a lamn- 
post compared with the massacre of 
the Indians at Amitsar, or the con- 
demning to death of innocent Egyp- 
tians, or the reprisals in Ireland?” 

The Albert hall meeting adopted 
resolutions calling upon its ‘““coun- 
cil of action” to issue an ultimatum 
to the government that all labor 
will down tools unless “the block- 
ade against the soviets is raised, 
the Moscow government is recog- 
nized and trate is resumed” before 
a specified date. 

The communist meeting had been 
widely advertised, and was attend- 
ed by thousands. Police precau- 
tions were taken to guard against 
violence, but except for the wild 
speech making and the equally wild 
enthusiasm with which all radical 
statements were accepted, there was 
no attempt at active conflict with 


the forces of law and order.
